Czolgosz was a carefully secluded 
prisoner in Auburn penitentiary and 
his confinement and 
execution 
were 
devoid of sensationalism . 
S tate Su­ 
perintendent of Prisons Collins was 
determ ined th at the prisoner, despite 
the enorm ity of his cringe, should 
gain no undue noterity and issued 
stric t orders for his complete seclu­ 
sion. These orders were carefully car­ 
ried out and from the tim e the pris­ 
oner entered the prison until he was 
brought to the death cham ber he was 
prac tically out of public view. 
During his im prisonm ent the post 
brought more than 1500 letters, pa­ 
pers and package* to the prisoner, but 
none of these was ever delivered to 
him. 
They came from the army of 
letter-w riting cranks and were of ev­ 
ery character, from harm less to vi­ 
cious. 
The prison offl< ials felt that 
the delivery of such a quantity of 
mall would not only seriously disturb 
him, but would have given him false 
ideas as to his im portance and prom­ 
inence. 
The other convicts in the 
death house were not perm itted to 
talk to him and the guards who kept 
the death vigil watched in unbroken 
silence. 
The seclusion of the prisoner oper­ 
ated both ways, for if the world went 
on in ignorance of the life of the 
prisoner from day to day, the pris­ 
oner lived in ignorance of w hat wont 
forward in the world even as to the 
g reat question affecting him. 
The 
rule of silence as to the prisoner was 
broken that he m ight take advantage 
of the opportunity to prepare him self 
spiritually for his death. 
The rule 
was also broken in a final effort to se­ 
cure a confession from the condemned 
man. 
The prison officials felt th at 
it was their duty to again seek to 
ascertain if others plotted with him 
or abetted him in the m urderous plan 
th at he carried out at Buffalo.

him at the depot and handed him a 
packet of money. He said the money 
wa* for use on Buffalo trip, but he nev­ 
er knew who sent it to him or 
the 
Identity of the lad who delivered it. 
He then explained th a t most of the 
m eetings of anarchists he had a tte n d -; 
ed at Cleveland were held in saloons 
designated by an anarchist paper.

Yonr correspondent has just conversed 
w ith a man from Franklinton, aud ho 
confirms tho above information, but he 
knew nothing of w hat happened since 
Sunday evening. 
Tile first nows of a raoe riot was 
brought hero yesterday by Cornelius 
Mixon who, w ith his mother, left from 
near Franklinton early Monday m orn­ 
ing. He stated that while men rode into 
Franklinton at 2 o’clock Monday m orn­ 
ing asking for holp, stating that the ne­ 
groes wore tip in arm s threatening to 
exterm inate the whites. 
The scene of tho trouble is at or near 
Balltown, where a negro was burned 
last week for crim inally assaulted a 
w hite lady. 
This was not the cause, 
however, of the m urders Sunday in 
which three w hite men and ll negroes 
were killed and several wounded. 
Mr. Mixon saw aud talkod w ith many 
men from the scene aud they said that 
worse trouble was expected, as armed 
men were flocking to the scene and it 
was reported the blacks were equally 
active in preparing for a battle.

His information was up to Sunday night 
and was obtained from people who w ent 
to Franklinton for help. 
At 3 o’clock Monday m orning a posso 
left Franklinton in charge of Sheriff 
Simmons fqr the scene aud from all 
over the country arm ed men were hur- 
ryffig to the scene and Mr. Carter said 
600 men were probably und6r arm s in 
W ashington parish alone. 
The trouble occurred at a negro camp 
m eeting and the origin as near as can 
be ascertained was as follows: 
Greer Lott, a negro, was rnnning a 
refreshm ent stand and the constable, a 
white man, name not given, w ent to 
him and asked for his licence, he had 
none and became im pudent and cursed 
tho constable and defied him. 
The con­ 
stable w ithdrew aud obtained assist­ 
ance. 
He returned w ith several white 
men when the negro, Lott, rushed out 
and fired into the crowd, killing Joe 
Seals aud Charles Elliott. 
The whites 
returned the tiro and killed Lott. Then 
a negro preacher named Connolly rush­ 
ed out of the house w ith gun in hand, 
attem pting to shoot when ho was killed 
and his daughter was killed, it is said, 
accidentally. 
In the shooting which 
followed another w hite man was killed 
and E H. Thompson wounded, aud 
seven or eight negroes killed. 
The shooting had no direct connec­ 
tion w ith tho burning of the negro Mor­ 
ris in that section last week, bat it is 
undoubtedly a sequel to that tragic 
event. 
Since that tim e it is reported 
that the negroes have been holding 
nightly meetings preparing to attack 
the whites. 
Balltown is about 20 miles from F rank­ 
linton in a sparsely settled section.

29.— The Pica. 
yune’s Amite City, La., special says: 
Three white men and ll negroes kill­ 
ed, was the startling and terrible news 
from Washington parish Monday night. 
Your correspondent has just conversed 
with a man from Franklinton, aud he 
confirms the above information, but he 
knew nothing of what happened since 
Sunday evening. 
The first news of a race riot was 
brought here yesterday by Cornelius 
Mixon who, with his mother, left from 
near Franklinton early Monday morn­ 
ing. He stated that while men rodo into 
Franklinton at 2 o’clock Monday morn­ 
ing asking for help, stating that the ne­ 
groes wore np in arms threatening to 
exterminate the whites. 
The scene of the trouble is at or near 
Balltown, where a negro was burned 
last week for criminally assaulted a 
white lady. 
This was not the cause, 
however, of tho murders Sunday in 
which three white men aud ll negroes 
were killed aud several wounded. 
Mr. Mixon saw and talked with many 
men from the scene and they said that 
worse trouble was expected, as armed 
men were flocking to the scene and it 
was reported the blacks were equally 
active in preparing for a battlo. 
P. B. Carter arrived from Franklin­ 
ton a little after dark Monday and told 
your correspondent that the situation 
was terrible and that trouble is appre­ 
hended. 
He said that Joe Seals and 
Charles Elliott and another white man, 
whom he did not know, were dead and 
E. Y. Thompson, a white man, was j 
wounded, aud that ll negroes were dead 
His information was up to Sunday night 
and was obtained from people who went 
to Franklinton for help. 
At 3 o’clock Monday morning a posse 
left Franklinton in charge of Sheriff 
Simmons fqr the scene aud from all 
over tho country armed men were hur­ 
rying to the scene and Mr. Carter said 
600 men wert! probably uudBr arms in 
Washington parish alone. 
The trouble occurred at a negro camp 
meeting and the origin as near as can 
be ascertained was as follows: 
Greer Lott, a negro, was running a 
refreshment stand and the constable, a 
white man, name not given, went to 
him aud asked for his license, he had 
none and became impudent aud cursed 
the constable and defied him. 
The con- ! 
stable withdrew aud obtained assist- 1 
ance. 
Ho returned with several white [ 
men when the negro, Lott, rushed out 
and fired into tho crowd, killing Joe : 
Seals and Charles Elliott. 
The whites I 
returned the fire and killed Lift. Then 
a negro preacher named Connolly rush­ 
ed out of the house with gun in hand, 
attempting to shoot when he was killed 
aud his daughter was killed, it is said, 
accidentally. 
la the shooting which 
followed another white man was killed 
and E H. Thompson wounded, aud 
seven or eight negroes killed. 
The shooting had no direct connec­ 
tion with tho burning of the negro Mor­ 
ris in that section last week, but it is 
undoubtedly a sequel to that tragic 
event. 
Since that time it is reported 
that the negroes have been holding 
nightly meetings preparing to attack 
the whites. 
Balltown is about 20 miles from Frank- 
lintou in a sparsely settled section. 
It 
is isolated aud almost entirely cut off 
from the outside world. 
Franklin too 
is 27 milos east of this place and there 
are no telegraph or telephone lines.
